Peter liaird's diHfjrnst wtis ex- 
treme, but ho was reassured by the 
contractor.

" Yon done it, me boy, you done 
it !" yolle.l Pat Mcllale, "who had 
Just ariiv(>d, loudly demanding to 
know whom he had to thank for 
ilropping three hunnlriHl pounds of 
very oidiimry stone upon his 
piHMuiscH. Kv(>n PettM Kaird ship- 
IM'tl Ingar on tho back ami called 
him "il I)iid," l»u(, the Swede noV(U' 
kimw what ho meant. 

Intiar had plnoed tlio dynamite 
under the hon!d<»r, attached caj) 
and fus<«, and then applied the 
match. He had a notion that when 
ho returned he would tind the stone 
<Tonveni<>nt,ly broken into small 
l)iec(>s, like* on* at the mine, and his 
chagrin was keen that the explosion 
should have made siadi a moss of 
the building. lie did not make the 
statement at (hat tim(>, but he 
s<H-ietly held Ihn opinion that it 
would have been a successful op(>ra- 
lion had he used only half the 
"sli<*k." Mr. P.airil patched up hi.s 
store and ordered a new stock of 
cro<!kory. 

After thai the siipplj' men were 
not disposed to sell Ingardynainite. 
One day, however, he |)Ui chased 
somn for I he di>clai'(vl puipost^ of 
blowing out slumps, at 1,he same 
limt< engaging in soltMnn terms not 
to employ any of the dangerous Kiib- 
stanc(> in the <'ourso of collar-dig- 
ging' 

Ingai had hxiging al a largt> 
boariling-hoiistMin th<> outskirts of 
the t<»wn, where* min<>rs and other 
workmen were «|uartered, and in 
walking down the street with his 
formidalile |>urcliase he thought of 
a pat I iciilai ly olTiMisive st limp on his 
Iniiilloi'irs picmises 'I'liis stump, 
remnant, of a giant pitu>, so lirtnly 
rooted that it had resisted all or- 
dinary met hods of extraction, was 
a nnisanco and ayesore. 

Ingar recalled |»erfoci,ly that the 
foiH'o of dynamite was c\p»>ndcd 
vertically for he had |iioveil this lo 
his salisf.'iclion in I'wiinrs cellar, 
wh(>r(^ the stoiui certainly w«*nt up- 
ward and exhibited no tendency to- 
ward liori/.ontal movoment.

'Phiil stump was blown squarely 
through the boariling-house, fnmi 
siile to side, tind Ingar, who had re 
ti(>a,t,e(1 tn) a safe dislanco to watch 
t,h(M>xplosioii, (led Irom what he be- 
liovod to be a sc<>ne of death. I<\ite 
had ordaiiK'd, howm'er, that til the 
supreme niomeni the landlord and 
his wib' shoulil be in the kitchen, 
imgagtMl in a high a1l(M(>ation with 
the «'ook and no one was in the 
float of th(> house, which was the 
part devasted by the meteoric 
stump. 

In the instant of tho shock, the 
cook depailed in a, cloud of du^t,, 
and lefused to go near the jilace 
becau.s(> slui susp(>cted tho landlord 
of having airang(<d (,h(> whole alTair 
with a view to getting rid of her 
willauit payment of wages duo. So 
she stuit a lawyer to collect the 
the money, and the landlord en- 
gag<>d the same legal irenthMnan to 
arrange a settlement of the damago 
with Ingar. 

'Phe honest lad, who had striven 
so cttrneslly to {>n»ulato Ihe Ameri- 
can s|)irit, of enterprise, was now 
callcil Ingar, tho Dynamittn". The 
inenihants would trust him fm any- 
thing else, but with res[)ect to tix 
plosives t,h(\v regafd<><l him as a 
dangerous theorist, and ho could 
not buy dynamite in any store* on 
tin* range. 

In spitt* of all this it was another 
sort of exi)eriouco tlnit gave the 
Norseman lasting fann>. It hap- 
pened one day when the now 
pow<lor-house had just boon com- 
pleted, on a spar of the niino hill, 
ami among the only trei>s that had 
been left slaiidiug on the "'location." 

Some Italians were engaged in 
transferring tho powder and 
dyiiJtmib* from the temporary to 
I he iimv sloiH^house, iind one of I hem 
carelessly left tin* door of the new 
building open. 

('Oming np the hill, the men had 
lo turn a ledge cf rock bcvfore they 
could see the in;iga/.ine, which was 
covered with corrugated iron and 
fresh-coated with red paint. On the 
first trip up, lifter th(> ctireless man 
had blunderiMl about the door, the 
])arty ptissed the W^dge and came 
upon a sight al, which ovary man 
turned while. 

'Phough tho open door, not a 
hundred feet away, stu-cnely ex- 
amining the deadly stiu'es sirown 
all about, wtis Master Norman 
liolmrls, age six years, son of the 
mine snpcrinlemlenl. His sister, 
toiling up the path and calling his 
name, explained tho child's prps- 
once then*. 

Master Norman, at the moment

Ing.ar Nelsnn, swinging- up the 
hill pathway to the i»owder-house, 
wht>r(> his brother now worked, saw 
Ihe shrinking group and hurried to 
IhtMU. On<> of the foreman delegat- 
ed to watch tin* tilling of t,h<» ])o\vder- 
Inuisc had recovered himself enough 
lo sigjial frantically to Normairs 
approaching sister. She, astonish- 
ed by tho earnest pantomime and 
not divining its can.se, stopjied on 
the hillsid(> and ci>ase(l lo call her 
brotlu'r's name. 

Ingar understood the instnnt he 
arrived, for he knew something 
about ilynamite now. He stopped a 
moment and Ncn«.tch<>d his head. 
'Phe circnmstdnces did not seem to 
favor conversation, and besides, In- 



gar was father a taciturn man; so 
after an instant's patiso, in absolute 
silence, he tiptoed steadily toward 
the open door. 

Little Norman had his back 
InriUHi totli(> inlerest,ed spectators of 
his play, and was joj'ously tossing 
his new-fonml play things about. 
'Phe men in the path bent fowtird 
until their trembling lingersalmost 
touched th(> ground.

Softly he slole to the door. Nor- 
man wiis babbling merrily and 
thinking it all (ine fun, wln-n he 
Wits suddenly griiipiMl by the b.-ick 
of his' waist. A powerful arm raisiMl 
hiin, struggling and crying with 
fright, and held him high above lh(> 
<langers with which the floor wtis 
spread. 'Phen Ingiir, to.'-sing (he 
tiny figui'e ujion his shoulders 
prance(l down th(> hill, relieving the 
tension of his nerv(>s by giving such 
cheerful whoops thiit Noinmn con- 
cluded it was all ji laik. 

'Pwolve crouching (igntos straight 
oned iind twelve voices made so 
much .joyful noi.se that all surface 
work ill the inin(> was suspended, 
while the djiy shift, came (,o s(>e 
what, thc! clamor meant.

The iwrsecution of tho African 
elephant by s|K>rtsmen and others 
is lamented. This magnificent 
animal is not, perhaps, so near 
extinction as .some recent accounts 
wonld seem to suggest. Indeed, 
the convention recently made 
between the countries most interest- 
ed should serve to check indis- 
criminate but<>hery. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, tho increase of man 
means the decroase of the field. 
The great herbivorous creatures 
have large iip|>etites, and prefer the 
fruits of cultivation to those of na- 
ture. A full-sized pachyderm in a 
mazie field or kitchen garden is 
about as l>ad as a bull in a china 
.shop; we can hardly wonder, there- 
fore, that the settlers wage war on 
big game. Efforts were made to 
preserve a small herd of hippopo- 
tami in one of the Natal rivers, but 
Iheybwame such marauders that 
they had lo be killed off. This was 
unfortunate, for they, like tho rhi- 
uoceios and elephant, are old-time 
creatures, and their lumbering 
forms seem constructed after an- 
cient patterns. 

The elephant alone has lived on 
this earth longer than man; it made 
its way to these islands some time 
in advance of its future destroyer. 
But (ho genus once had a wider 
range than now. It hagl>een found 
in all the great regions of the globe 
expect Australia and South Ameri- 
ca, though in the northern continent 
of the new world a closely allie«l 
genns, called the mastoilon, was 
more common. Even the Maltes Is- 
lands had a couple of species which, 
in harmony with their restricted 
range, wore pigmy forms, aiwut the 
size of donkeys. In our own islands 
primeval man, when he had no bet- 
U'r weapons than roughly-chipped 
Hints, must have some time hunted 
tho ancestors both of the Indian 
and African elephant. The form- 
er, well known to us as the mam- 
moth, was quite at home in a cold 
climate, for it had developed a wool- 
ly covering to keep itself warm. It 
rangetl to the extreme north of Asia, 
and i«ls carcass has been found 
frozen up in mud and ice on the 
Siberian tundras. In fact, unlike 
the modern Indian elephant, which 
is undoubtedly its descendant, it 
■seems to have disliked wjirmlh, for 
in Europe it hatxlly reaches the ex- 
treme south, while the anceitor of 
the African elephant never wander- 
e«i so far north as the mammoth, 
and is found on Iwth sides of the 
Mediterranean. Indeed, the pre- 
sent African species once existeii in 
Spain. In each case the older 
f<irms are reganled as specifically 
distinct from thiwe now living, but 
j'et as their undoubted progenitors. 
The African elephant may be 
readily distinguished from the 
Indian. Its eara are larger amd 
of a differenl shape; so also is the 
fonduwid ; the folds of enamel on its 
luidar teeth make another pattern ; 
its tusks often are slightly larger, 
and the animal is, on the whole, a 
little bigger. All that tho Indian 
elephant can do the African should 
be ciipable of »loing. It is said to be 
more jv)werful and active, more ra- 
pid in it.s movements, esj>ecially on 
itroken ground. According to Sir 
Samuel Baker, it could beat an 
Indian elephant in a race, and keep 
up the pace for a longer time. It is 
also .said to endure the sun Itetter. 
'Phis species was often brought to 
Rome in (he days of tho empire, 
and the animals were tame enough lo 
be led in processions and exhibited 
in the arena. Pliny had plenty to 
say about l>otli kinds in his Natural 
History, incnding stime stories 
which we fear would not now c^mi- 
niiind respect. Elephants figured. 
OS every one knows, in the Punic 
wars; indeed, Hannibal managed to 
bring nearly foity of them down 
across the Alps, though it was hard 
work to get Ihem down the slipjiery 
slop4> on the Italian side of the |>ass. 
The late Mr. Oswell suggested 
that these were not native animals, 
but imported from India. 'Phis, 
however, is not very likely. 
Though the species is said ti> be 
rather le89 docile than the Indian, 
it could probably be matle useful, 
if enough trouble were taken.

'Phis jiosition lie held till Soj)- 
lember. 18(;S, when he was elected 
teacher in tho Maryland School for 
the Deaf, at Frodeiiek, Ihen open- 
ing its first session. Mrs. (irow 
was also ele<'led teacher at, the same 
lime. Mr. W. D Cooke was the 
Iirincipal. 

Mr. Grow held this po.sitioii by 
successive yearly re-elections till 
Iho end of the session, .Inne Tii, 
1 1101 . 

Mr. (tI'ow was married August 
•M, 18.').'-., to laicinda K. Hills, of 
Onondaga Co., New York. Mrs. 
Grow was also a luipil in the New
